senate from 1891 to 1897, was born 
in C umberland County, Pennsylvania, 
Sept. lo. 1891.

Soon arter hrs majorem he decided to 
go west and try farming on his own 
account. He settled first in Indiana.

souri and from that state to Illinois. 
During the Civil war he served as 
private in an Illinois regiment. After 
the war ha began the practice of law 
in 
Clarksville, 
Tenn!, from 
which 
place he removed to Kansas, where 
he was destined to attain much polit­ 
ical prominence.

began with his election to the Kan­ 
sas senate in 1874. 
Later he joined 
the People’s Party, which
